TOWN’S INSURANCE POLICIES 
(FIRE) TO COVER $4,722,000 
NEXT YEAR 


By the time the town has placed 
insurance policies onthe new North 
School, sometime early next year, 
the total value insured by the town 
for town owned buildings will total 
$4,722,000, the Finance Committee 
was told last week. 

The coverage for the new North 
School will be for 80% of $818,000 
the committee was told, 

Most of the insurance isnowcar- 
ried by two out of town mutual com- 
panies, Town Accountant Bob Pe- 
ters told the Finance Committee, 
but further information was added 
by Selectman John Brooks, who 
told the committee that one of the 
larger local agencies had gone to 
the town hall to see what could be 
done, gnd had some of the town’s 
insurance as a result. ‘He gave us 
more coverage at less money’ was 
Brooks’ comment. 

The policies now carried, for fire 
etc cost the townabout $9200ayear 
and will be more costly, as more 
buildings are added. 

In their information ot the Finance 
Committee Brooks and Peters col- 
lectively told them that a profes- 
sional appraiser, last year, had 
checked the towns policies, noted 
some discreptancies in coverage, 
and those discreptancies were now 
covered, The present policies are 
to run to 1966, 

Discussion by the Finance Com- 
mittee members as to the possi- 
bility of the town’s having a ‘self- 
insurance’ policy led to a tentative 
conclusion that this would not be 
advisable.
